Defense Groups 


Give Demonstration 


All Units To Join In 
Realistic Mock Raid 


Andover people not engaged in 
some branch of defense activity 
have been considerably mystified, 
perhaps, by the highly-centralized 
and technical services performed 
by the various groups. On the eve- 
nings of March 4 and 5, they will 
have an opportunity to see how the 
responsibilities and duties of each 
unit dovetail, and the actual pro- 
cedure in each department during 
the course of an air raid. A public 
dmonstration will be given at that 
time on the stage of the Memorial 
Auditorium by some 50 defense 
workers, and will include all action 
taking place from the first raid 
warning signal. 

The demonstration is planned 
primarily in order that the public 
may get an idea of the workings of 
the different agencies, secondarily 
to give the groups themselves their 
first opportunity to collaborate. 
Taking part will be representatives 
of the warden, auxiliary fire, aux: 
iliary police, and medical defense 
groups. 

Complete equipment is to be set 
up on the stage. An air-raid warden 
will telephone in an incident, which 
Will be recorded and analyzed in 
the established form. The various 
Services will be instructed from the 
Stage, and units dispatched to the 
scene of the supposed bombing. 
The scene will then shift to the 
bombed area, Persons suffering 
from various representative types 
of injuries will be treated on stage

Committee Expects 
Pumping Expansion 


Shawsheen Developments 
Seen As Chief Problems 


“Tf new building continues at the 
present rate, or resumes that rate 
after the war, the town will ibe 
faced with the necessity for a new 
water and sewerage system or sys- 
tems,” says a report issued by the 
committee appointed at town meet- 
ing last March to investigate the 
subject, ‘“‘which will necessitate 
long and expensive interceptor lines 
and either new pumping stations or 
anew outfall or both. 

The committee, composed of Jo- 
seph A. McCarthy, E. V. French, 
and Sidney P. White, considers as 
more or less immediate problems, 
the developments at the Joyce es- 
tate and in Shawsheen and the 
areas beyond the present limits on 
Elm street. 

Less urgent matters are the new 
projects along South Main street 
and near Haggetts pond. The re- 
moval of pollution and storm water 
from Rogers Brook and of wastes 
from the Shawsheen river may as- 
sume a larger importance if the dry 
weather of the past few years con- 
tines. 

“Ballardvale,” the committee 
states, “presents an entirely sep- 
arate problem, and it is doubtful if 
it will become economically advis- 
able for many years to come to in- 
stall a municipal system.” 

Considering that no large amount 
of development in the present sys- 
tems is necessary at this time, be- 
yond what is actually needed ito 
maintain reasonable service, recom. 
mends no special appropriation at 
this time, but advises continuing 
the survey.

Tax Rate May 
Climb To $35 


Wage Increases Not 
Included In Finance 
Committee Report 


The sum of $639,434, roughly $16,- 
600 more than was appropriated at 
last year’s town meeting, has been 
recommended jin the report just 
released for the annual town war- 
rant by the finance committee. To- 
gether with the appropriation of 
$19,150 at the special town meeting 
in December, this makes a total in- 
crease of $35,150 over last year’s 
appropriations. A tax rate of about 
$30.75 may be deduced from these 
appropriations alone even without 
considering the fact that the sums 
voted at town meetings are invari- 
ably higher than those recommend- 
ed by ithe finance committee. 

The finance committee has made 
generous slashes in a great many 
of the items contained in the de- 
partmental dudgets. Aid to depen- 
dent children is cut from last year’s 
$8700 tto $7600; soldiers’ relief is 
down $1200, and military and state 
aid $200 more. Old age assistance 
is increased by $5000, but a de- 
crease in public welfare funds bal- 
ances it. The retirement fund is 
increased $1200. The budget for

Adult Education 
Program Expanded 


“There are 2200 foreign-born resi- 
dents in Andover at the present 
time, 700 of whom have not been 
naturalized, 350 of whom can 
neither read nor write. There are 
356,000 aliens in the state of Mas- 
sachusetts alone, which makes it 
the fourth highest state in the 
union in this respect.” 

Facts like these, given the school 
committee Tuesday night by Miss 
Mary G. Bailey, supervisor of adult 


education in the local public 
schools, caused the committee to 
approve a plan which will nearly 


quadruple the present citizenship 
training program—and incidentally, 
quadruple Miss Bailey’s already- 
numerous problems. 

At the present time, the town al- 
lots $600 to the program, and WPA 
funds six times as much, for the 
training of about 70 pupils for their 
citizenship examinations, The pres- 
ence of such a lange number of 
alien residents in Massachusetts, 
which ‘thas made it the fourth worst 
state in the Union in that respect, 
and the fact that large defense in-

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Draft Board 
Registers 1245 


Forty volunteer ‘workers put in 
a busy week-end as 715 local men 
were registered by them at An- 
dover’s crowded town hall last Sun- 
day and Monday. For the first time, 
men who had been registered for 
the first phase of the conflict, near- 
ly a quarter century before, came 
to the same place to register for 
service once again. 


So far as is yet known, Dr. Harry 
C. East of Main street and his son, 
Stephen J. East, formed the only 
father-son. combination registered 
in Andover. The latter enlisted in 
the Navy some time ago, and is at 
present waiting to be called to ac- 
tive service. 


The total registration for Local 
Board 3’s jurisdiction was 1245. Of 
these, 715 were listed in Andover, 
487 in North Andover, 43 in Box- 
ford. The Sunday ‘registration 
proved to be as convenient as au- 
thorities had predicted, roughly 
70 percent of the total number be- 
ing listed then. 

Henry S. Hopper, draft board 
secretary, stated this morning that 
he had no way of estimating how 
many Andover men were registered 
out of town, but that the local 
board had sent away 15 cards be- 
longing to other jurisdictions. He 
expressed himself as pleased with 
the smoothness with which the large 
task had been carried out, and with 
the co-operation both of the volun- 
teers who tendered their services 
and of the men registered. 

Also during this week, the local 
draft board began the large task of 
reclassifying men who had previ- 
ously been exempted from service, 
mostly the men over 28 who had 
been placed in Class I-H. Andover 
men reclassified were:

dustries employing these people 
often require them jto present their 
citizenship papers, has caused the 
WPA to greatly expand its citizen- 
ship program throughout the state. 

The school committee, Tuesday 
night, voted to approve the extend- 
ed program for Andover, and to 
authorize the superintendent of 
schools to sponsor it locally. The 
department budget will take care 
of incidental expenses, such as in- 
stallmg a telephone in the adult 
education office, while WPA funds 
will take care of such items as ad- 
vertising, and special courses for 
the three teachers now preparing 
to qualify. 

The groups will meet at their 
homes, or at any of the local fac- 
tories, all of which are co-operating 
in the project. Courses will be of- 
fered in elementary English and 
citizenship, and each teacher will 
put in about 30 hours of work each 
week.

Let Them Go 


Last week the Board of Public 
Works issued a statement relative 


to its recent action in granting an 
increase of ten percent to all oc its 
employees. In effect the statement 
said that the Board had been faced 
with the problem of either increas- 
ing wages or of losing some of its 
best men to defense industries. Be- 
cause it felt its duty was to main- 
tain service to the town, the Board 
chose the alternative of increasing 
wages. 

But let’s not forget we're in a 
war. And let’s not forget that it’s 
a serious struggle, one that will 
take a long time. We're starting 
in this thing late, and it will take a 
lot of time and a lot of hard work 
and lot of suffering to retrieve 
everything that the British and we 
have lost because we were ill-pre- 
pared, because we did not take this 
thing seriously enough, because we 
knew the Japs never could hurt our 
fleet, and because we knew that it 
was an impossibility for the Ger- 
mans ever to use their big battle- 
ships again. Nothing is impossible; 
figuratively much more will happen 
right up the middle of the English 
channel before we win this war. 

The Board’s obligation was to 
provide service. It has fulfilled that 
obligation. Now it is up to the town 
meeting to say that because we're 
in a war and because we want to 
win that war just as soon as pos- 
sible, we’re willing to give up some 
of that service. We can say that 
we want no new sidewalks built 
this year; we can remember that 
a lot of our boys will be walking 
where there are no sidewalks, no 
roads, where every bit of terrain is 
Hell. We can do with less snow 
removal; our boys who may have 
to defend Iceland soon against a 
now liberated German fleet—snow 
removal doesn’t bother them. We 
ean do without new road construc- 
tion; we'll leave road construction 
up to the army engineers to be 
done where road construction is 
needed to help win the war. And 
in a situation where labor is sup- 
posed to be scare, we should be 
able to do without the anomaly of a 
W. P. A., supposedly an unemploy- 
ment relief measure. 


The Board would lose its drivers 
and its mechanics to defense proj- 
ects! Well, what’s wrong with 
that? Defense projects need work- 
ers, need mechanics. Aren’t we 
being pretty unAmerican to pay 
extra to keep our mechanics so that 
our excellent public works service 
can continue; isn’t it keeping them 
from defense work where they’d be 
doing more good? Wouldn’t we be 
wiser, in view of the scarcity of 
rubber and of trucks, to put half 
of our fleet of public works trucks 
into storage right now, and allow 
the drivers to help Uncle Sam’s 
offense effort? 

Andover’s town meeting this year 
should base its action on a war pro- 
gram. It should comprehend the 
following points: 

(1) We're at war. 
increased. Persons whose wages 
are barely sufficient to pay for 
meager living items for their fam- 
ily have a right to expect more 
from the town for their services. 
Their wages should be increased.

Too Little; Too Late? 


Who can remember what these 
figures represented: $434,250, 
$1,249,950, $594,100, $1,051,650, 
and $955,000? 

A town of not 8,000 people 
raised that amount to aid the 
United States in its war effort. 
Some town you know, perhaps? 
Yes, you do know it. It was An- 
dover, and the war was World 
War I. In raising the first two 
amounts, she was aided by 
North Andover, but the last 
three amounts were raised by 
Andover alone. 

That’s what the people of An- 
dover did to help win the war in 
those days. Can’t we do even 
better this time? The war is 
much closer to us today; war 
travels faster now. Yet we 
haven’t done anywhere near as 
well as we should have in the 
purchase of defense bonds. 

Let’s start now. Everybody 
pitch in. Back im 1917 to 1919 
they all helped. The stores all 
had excellent Liberty Loan dis- 
plays; today none of them have, 
with one notable exception. 
People were eager to buy them 
then; to help ourselves win. this 
war, we should be eager now. 
Let’s not let the “Too Little and 
Too Late’ tragedy happen to the 
financing of our war effort. 


But we’re at war, and those whose 
wages have been sufficient to pro- 
vide living expenses and a few 
luxuries must give up the luxuries, 
and not expect the town to pay 
them more to maintain them. In 
other words, those in the lower in- 
come brackets should receive an 
increase; others shouldn't. 

(2) We're at war. The cost of 
it is tremendous. We'll have to 
pay that cost, and we'll have to 
cut all other costs to do it. That 
means running Our own town gov- 
ernment with a skeleton crew for 
the duration; it means giving as 
many employees as possible leave 
of absence to serve Uncle Sam in 
defense projects; it means cutting 
out services which when we con- 
sider the stakes are worth doing 


without. And it’s not just public 
works; it’s every department in 
town. 


Take a map of the world and look 
over it. They’re not eating much 
in Europe these days; they’re not 
eating much in Africa; they’re not 
eating much in Asia. And they’re 
not getting much in the way of 
governmental service in Europe, 
Asia, or Africa, either. Let us 
thank God that the Atlantic and 
Pacific oceans have so far allowed 
us to eat, and let’s make sure we 
can keep on eating in peace by giv- 
ing up everything we can possibly 
give up in order to make Victory 
come sooner.

I should be glad to gratify your 
curiosity about the naming of Whit- 
tier street...It was named for Cap- 
tain Nathaniel Whittier, who made 
his home at what is now 10 Sum- 
mer street... Where once only Cap- 
tain Whittier’s house stood, occu- 
pied for years after his death by 
his daughter, Miss Hannah Whit- 
tier, there are now the homes of at 
least 19 families. 

Captain Whittier was associated 
with M. C. Andrews in the exten- 
sion of the Portland division of the 
Boston and Maine railroad north 
from Lowell Junction. He was 
superintendent, and built the Bos- 
ton and Maine repair shops which 
stood just north of the present An- 
dover Playhouse, then the railroad 
station...The repair shops were 
moved to Lawrence in 1848, after 
which the buildings were used for 
various purposes, among others, by 
Henry G. Tyer in 1856 for the manu- 
facture of rubber goods. The build- 
ings were torn down in 1900. 

I have recently learned from 
Miss Alice Jenkins that Florence 


street was named after Miss Flor- 
Her father, Charles 
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ence Parker. 


Parker, and E. Kendall Jenkins, 
were associated in the development 
of land in that vicinity. Florence 
street was accepted at the town 
meeting in 1885,

One of the most remarkable pro- 
grams put on this season by the 
Andover Service Club took Place 
last Thursday evening, when a 16- 
year-old Chinese boy gave an ad- 
dress of surprising maturity on his 
wartime experiences in the mother 
country. 


Kennet Kee-Hoi Chun, a Phillips 
Academy student, put special em- 
phasis on the siege of Shanghai, 
battered three months by the Jap- 
anese, which fell only after a gal- 
lant last-ditch stand by about 800 
Chinese soldiers. The final action 
teok place in a small warehouse on 
the outskirts of the city, and was 
waged furiously around the clock 
for four days. Half their men dead 
or wounded, the rear guard retreat- 
ed to the International Settlement, 
finally being forced to give in by 
the treacherous murder of their 
commander. 


Chun is a native of Shanghai, 
where his parents still reside. He 
lived there himself until two years 
ago, when he took up his residence 
in Honolulu. He has been a stu- 
dent at Phillips Academy during 
the past year, and is in the Junior 
class there. 


Reeve Chipman, well-known local 
travel agent, will speak on the sub- 
ject, “Forty Years Travel in Thirty 
Minutes,’ at a dinner meeting at 
6:15 next Thursday in the Square 
and Compass Club. 

Mr. Chipman has made 44 trips 
across the Atlantic, 24 across this 
continent from ocean to ocean, has 
visited Alaska and all the 10 na- 
tional parks. He has made seven 
tours through the eastern and west- 
ern Mediterranean, and _ traveled 
extensively through all the coun- 
tries of Hurope. He visited Russia 
during the regime of the czars, and 
he was in Germany when it was 
governed both by the Kaisers and 
by Chancellor Hitler. An interest- 
ing talk is expected from a speaker 
who has traveled so extensively, 
and who, in his profession as travel 
agent, has conducted many interest- 
ing tours.

FEBRUARY 28—Cecil 
Roberts Lectures At Abbot 


Cecil Roberts, celebrated novel- 
ist, poet, playwright and war cor- 
respondent, will speak on “A Novel- 
ist at Home” next Saturday at Ab- 
Lot Academy. 

The “at home” refers to his cele- 
prated Blizabethan cottage pic- 
tured in such books as “Pilgrim 
Cottage,” ‘Gone Rustic,” and “Vic- 
toria Four-Thirty.” For years it has 
been a mecca for Americans visit- 
ing England, surrounded as it is 
by legends of Chaucer, Shakespeare 
and Dr. Johnson, as is the village 
and the waterside town of Henley, 
near which it lies. From such a 
background, Roberts draws a most 
interesting series of characters and 
events, from the time of the Ar- 
mada down to the present era of 
Miss Whissett, one of his best- 
loved creations.

New Rationing 
Of Truck Tires 


New provisions for rationing tires 
and tubes for heavy trucks go into 
effect as of today, according to an 
announcement by J. Everett Collins, 
chairman of the local rationing 
board. Hereafter, there will be two 
monthly quotas for trucks, one for 
new tires and tubes, the other for 
retreaded or recapped tires. 

The first group of eligibility 
classifications, caled List A, is sim- 
ilar to the one originally issued, con- 
taining a graded list of essential 
vehicles. List B, for retreads, is en- 
tirely new, and includes eight pais- 


senger car uses and a _ residue 
classification for certain truck 
uses. ; 


Vehicles in List A, too, may be 
allowed retreads, if the quotas on 
new tires are exhausted. Trucks 
which qualify under List A for 
which retreads can be made, are 
required to use them in preference 
to new tires. A quota for these 
retreaded truck tires is being 
set up immediately, but the exact 
number has not as yet been deter- 
mined. It will last for the balance 
of this month. A quota on retreaded 
tires for passenger cars, originally 
scheduled to be put in operation in 
March, will be delayed at least for 
another month.

Tax Rate 
(Continued from Page 1) 


WPA material has been cut from 
$1000 to $50. The sum of $1000 has 
been removed from the infirmary 
appropriation, $1100 from the street 
lighting committe,, $1300 from the 
highway maintenance fund. 

The committee states that “the 
amounts of money approved in the 
various departments for the year 
1942 does not include any increase 
in wages over the amount paid dur- 
ing 1941, except the step rate in- 
creases which automatically occur.” 
Furthermore, ‘it is the opinion of 
this) committee that the employees 
of the town should receive an in- 
crease in wages, but the amount of 
increase should be determined by 
the voters of the town of Andover. 
A wage increase of which we ap- 


prove will add over $20,000 to An- 
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dover’s full year expenses or about 
$1.50 on the tax rate.” 


This $20,000 wage increase, by 
the way, was computed on the bas- 
sis of a 10 percent raise to all town 
employees except those receiving 
wages of more than $1500 per year, 
these to receive flat increases of 
$150. It has been fully discussed 
by the finance committee and the 
directors of the taxpayers’ associa- 
tion. 

Other factors taken into consid- 
eration by the board, which will 
tend to further increase the tax 
rate: the loss of revenue from ex- 
cise tax, amounting to about $1 on 
the tax rate; the loss of revenue 
from the state gasoline taxes; the 
probable sharp decline in building 
construction, with a consequent loss 
in valuation of $150,000. P 

Such special factors, even before 
the regular town department bud- 
gets are considered, will put pos- 
sibly $5 more on the tax rate, bring- 
ing it to the unheard of height of 
$35 or $36, which is pretty steep for 
a town whose rate, until three years 
ago, had never ‘been above $30. 

Skipping at random through the 
disposions of the special articles in 
the warrant, it is noted that Ar- 
ticles 7 and 9 are disapproved—the 
entire text of the warrant can be 
found in another section of this is- 
sue—Articles 11 and 12 are both 
disapproved, 14, 15 and 16 all dis- 
approved.
